London, Nov. ll (AP)—British 
fighter planes shot down 26 axis 
raiders— 13 Italian and 13 G er­ 
man—in widespread air battles 
over Britain today, the govern­ 
ment announced. 


Athens, Nov, ll (A P)—The Ital­ 
ian invaders of Greece “have lost 
the battle in all sectors and are re­ 
treating 
in 
disorder 
toward 
A l­ 
b a n ia ” the Greek 
radio 
declared 
today. 
Thus the radio summarized a se­ 
ries of Greek successes which it said 
had been won in 15 days of bitter 
warfare “despite the superiority of 
the Italian forces." 
Sm ashing defeat of Italy's crack Al­ 
pine Centaur division—trained a year 
in Albania for a lightning attack 
through the m ountains into Greece 
—was reported today by the Greek 
high 
command 
which 
said 
large 
units of the division were anni­ 
hilated. 
Greece’s highland troops were said 
to have swept onto 
the offensive 
along the whole 100-mile fighting 
front, routed the Centaur division 
in the Pindus mountains, wiped out 
two 
fascist 
battalions 
along 
the 
Kalam as river on the Italian right 
flank, and crumbled the Italian left 
wing at bombarded Koritza, in A l­ 
bania. 
Greek confidence grew' apace as 
the first downpours of the 
four- 
month winter rainy season made 
.slush 
of 
snow 
in 
the 
mountain 
passes, deepened the mud 
in the 
lowland roads and threatened to bog 
down mechanized war. 
Principal gains claim ed today by 
the high command were in the Pin­ 
dus m ountains, central section of 
the border battlefront, 
where 
the 
Italian Alpine division was trapped 
in an attem pted drive toward Met- 
sovon, northeast of Ionnina. 
W liat was left of the division was 
reported retreating in disorder, leav­ 
ing behind uncounted dead and al­ 
most ail its equipment—even m edi­ 
cal supplies. 
Nazis Raid london 
In the battle of Britain, waves of 
German bombers, with as many as 
IOO in a single formation, raced 
across the channel to attack Lon­ 
don again and again after a tem ­ 
pestuous night assault in which the 
Germ ans said they dropped 400.000 
pounds of bombs on London alone. 
R A P . 
Spitfires 
and 
Hurricane 
fighters roared into battle against 
tile Germ an raiders overhead while 
thousands of Londoners stood in 
silence, with bared heads, to com ­ 
memorate the 22nd anniversary of 
the 1914-18 “war to end wars.” 
Plans were formulated meanwhile 
for a public memorial service, pos­ 
sibly in ancient W estminster Abbey 
for 
Neville 
Chamberlain, 
former 
prime m inister known as the "ap­ 
peasem ent man of M unich,” who 
died Saturday amid the bom b-lit­ 
tered wreckage of his dream for 
“peace in our time." 
He was 71. 
Rooftop observers estim ated that 
German night bombers ' 
probably 
retaliating for the British raid on 
Munich Friday while Adolf Hitler 
was there to celebrate the anni­ 
versary of the start of his rise to 
power 17 years ago — droned over 
London for five hours at a one-a- 
minute clip. 
The British official comm ent said 
merely that the nazi raiding activity 
was "somewhat greater than on the 
previous night." 
R A P warplanes struck deep into

It was the first British 
raid on Danzig, former so-called

Berks G rowers 
Make Profit With 
3rd-Grade Apples

blended in Berks county to help 
orchardists realize a profit from 
their third-grade apples. 
The 
Berks-Lehigh 
Cooperative 
Fruit Growers is operating one of 
Uie most m odern apple juice can­ 
neries in the nation on the Sheldon 
Funk farm, just west of Boyertown. 
Old is the apple press construct­ 
ed 65 years ago by Funk’s grand­ 
father, but new are the various 
m achines used to convert the fruit 
into canned juice. 
Tile apples are graded in the stor­ 
age barn, ten roll down chutes into 
the mill, conveyed through a w ash­ 
ing machine, regraded, conveyed to 
the press, mashed, strained, pasteur­ 
ized and finally d r a i n e d into 
enainel-lined cans. 
The 
“flash” 
pasteurization 
in ­ 
volves subjecting the Juice to a 
tem perature of 170 degrees fahren­ 
heit for 20 seconds. 
The operators estim ate the co­ 
operating farm ers will send about 
50,000 bushels of fruit to the plant 
during its eight to ten weeks of 
operation.

Relief Rolls Drop 
To All-Time Low 


Harrisburg, Nov. II (AP)— Penn­ 
sylvania's relief rolls fell to an all- 
time low1 of 140,791 families during 
the week ended November 2, the 
Assistance department reported to­ 
day. 
A total of 1.237 cask’s, involving 
5.724 persons, were removed from 
the records by private Industry and 
W.P.A., and the transfer of 500 
fatherless families to a federally- 
aided type of relief dropped the 
rolls to a level never before recorded 
since the state took over the susten­ 
ance of Its jobless in 1933. 
The number of persons left on 
tile lists was 401.416, and the week’s 
expenditures totaled $926,826. a drop 
of $13,183 from the preceding week. 
The decline resulted from discon­ 
tinuance of aid to 4,803 cases or 
16,597 persons, and granting it to 
3,566 cases containing 10,873 persons. 
Private industry absorbed a net 
total of 1.998 persons, and W P L 
took another 1,172 off the state- 
financed aid. 
Philadelphia experienced a decline 
of 468 cases to top the list of 41 
counties 
which 
reported 
lowered 
rolls. One county. Perry, stood still, 
while 25 others had slight increases.
